Those sights—and sights too 
terrible to put on record—did 
more than sicken Vladislav; 


he conceived an almost maniacal 
hatred for the Hun beast. But 
that hatred was tempered to the 
rapier-like point of ice-cold thirst 
for vengeance, and so he nad 
sworn an oath on the names of 
his dead mother, father and only 


sister that in God’s good time, 
somehow he, Vladislav, would 
exact the Price—the personal 
rec ng the Hun must pay. It 


became his watchword, his open 
sesame to Freedom, thence to 
Victory 

With those words stamped in- 
delibly on his mind, he “ left’ 
Dachau, coming to England by 
a roundabout route. He was 
one of the very few men who 
have managed to escape alive 
from that festering-spot of 


Hitlerism. And the precise man- 
ner in which he regained his 
freedom is nobody’s business but 


his.

was as if Captain Scott, in dying, 
had released something strong 
and terrible. All over Britain 
women wrote to his widow, saying 
how they felt for her and how, 
somehow, her bereavement gave 
them fortitude to bear theirs. 

Thousands of men wrote, too, 
saying that before they had been 
a little afraid; they had felt like 
men in the dark; but now, now, 
thinking of Scott and Oates and 
the rest, they had found a new 
courage. 

Yes, the death of Scott was like 
a bugle blast. And that is one of 
the functions of heroism. The 
little bit of the human puzzle lost 
(it seemed) in the ice slipped into 
its place. It gave men courage to 
die like heroes in their turn, 
although he died some time before 
on a return journey from a 
destination he never reached. 

To die like heroes in their turn? 
Yes, but for what? Am I giving 
you a variation of the old song: 
“We go to work to get the food to 
get the strength to go to work to 
get the food to get the strength to 
go to work....” 

It might seem so. A man dies 
like a hero to give another man 


strength to die like a hero. Thig 
sounds silly and meaningless; 
empty and pointless; in effect, 
hopeless. 

But it isn’t so. 

What we call heroism is the 


perfection of an instinct that has 
caused man to rise above the 
beasts. It is a pure development 
of the high pride of proper men. 


It is a manifestation 
of the will to stand 
against all the odds 
in the world in de- 


defence of what 
man holds to be 
good. 


For hundreds of 
thousands of years men have 
been struggling upwards out of 


the dirt, out of the stink 
of the old jungles. They have 
climbed a little higher than 
they were when they first found 


themselves looking out, with wild 
and wondering eyes, upon a uni- 
verse which seemed to be there io 
destroy them. 

The only thing that saved man 
from destruction, and lifted him 
up out of the mud and a little way 
towards the stars, was the quality 
that goes with the act of heroism. 
An act of heroism is an act of 
faith—faith in oneself as a man, 
and faith in the destiny of man- 
kind as a whole.

R scarcely need to be told 
that ` Man o’ the People” 
stands a hundred per cent behind 
the demand for a special conces- 
sion to the old people. It is good 
to know that Service men are not 
to pay the increased duty on 
tobacco—so far as canteen regula- 
tions and supplies permit—but 
even they could afford to do so 
better than the Old Age Pensioner 

can. 

Many a veteran of the indus- 
trial army finds his chief pleasure 
in these hard times in his pipe of 
*baccy. Many an old woman looks 
forward during the day to no- 
thing so much as her cup of tea. 

But tea is severely rationed and 
pipe tobacco is now at a price be- 
yond the pensioner’s purse. In 
Budgetary terms it would cost the 
merest trifle to make things easier 
for the old folk. 

The Labour Party, with support 
from all parts of the House, in- 
tends to press Sir Kingsley Wood 
to issue beer and tobacco coupons 
for pensioners. I hope he will do 
so and I wish he would decide at 
the same time to make the cou- 
pons available for cheap tea in 
the case of the grannies who pre- 
fer that to any other concess'on 

But there is one still simpler 
way of solving this domestic and 
very human problem. That is to 
increase the basic rate of pension 
itself; to do so at once; and to 
make the new rate high enough 
for the old people to feel inde- 
pendent of special privileges and 
supplementary allowances. 

* 

OR far too long succes- 
Five Governments have 
studied pension problems 

in the light of “orthodox 
finance.” When any reform has 
been suggested, their first ques- 
tion has always been: “ What will 
it cost? ’—not “Is it justice?” 

But if we believed in justice 
that should be the paramount 
consideration 

There is something con- 
temptible in the nature of any 
man who seeks to escape a moral 
obligation either by a hypocritical 
plea of poverty or by taking 
refuge behind some legal techni- 
cality 


And what is true of the indi 
vidual is. in this case, true of the 
State It is. for instance, an 
affront to the public conscience 


that a pension should be refused 
to a soldier's widow merely be- 
cause her husband happens to be 
killed while returning from 48 
hours’ leave. Yet this is still being 
done. 

Sir Walter Womersley, the 
Minister of Pensions, agrees that 
this discrimination is “ difficult 
to understand.” and he has pro- 
mised to give the matter his 
“careful consideration.” 

But I say that it is time to put 
a stop to this miserable niggling 
and that. if this great country 
feels obliged under the present 
economic system to save money 
by stinting the aged and cheating 
the widow and the orphan, then 
it is high time we changed the 
system itself ` 

We have been led to believe 
that independent pensions tri- 
bunals will shortly be set up to 
deal with hardship appeals. The
